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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Claims 1 and 28 provide the new issue of operating the method or system using a the sliding of the input 
means over a label and displaying data related to the label. This is a new issue that changes the scope of the claims and would require 
further consideration and search to determine the allowability of the claims. Further, Claim 1 contains a minor erorr involving antecedant 
issues of the 'each sheet label' in the newly added limitations. Sheet labels are not previously named in claim 1 due to the removal of 
previously presented limitations in the amendment. Also, the change in dependency for claim 26 requires new consideration based on 
the change of the depending on claim 11 to claim 28; also the preamble of claim 26 recites an application method, while claim 28 is 
drawn to a support system rather than an application method. 

Claim 9 presents new issue in providing a different subset of the previously presented operations making up the application method of 
the system. Although the operations have been previously presented the different grouping of the claims would require further 
consideration in light of the prior art and would require further search to make a determination of allowability .
